SUMNER AND CAMERON. 


A HISTORIC PARALLEL.

CuicaGco, May 4.—The appointment of Don 
Cameron as Secretary of War, in the interest 
of a particular candidate for the Cincinnati nom- 
ination, is a bold step in the way of Executive 
interference with party preferences. It fea blow 
aimed at both Mr. Morton and Mr. Blaine, but 
especially at Mr. Blaine, because Pennsylvania 
is his native State, and the locality to which he 
would naturally look for assistance after Hart- 
rant is withdrawn. The blow is not almed at 
Gen, Bristow, because his friends expected 
ing from Penusylvania at any time. It is 
an attempt to give to Mr. Conkiing strength and 
prestige which he conld not otherwise command, at 
the expense of two other candidates, Very likely 
the attempt will not end here. Gen, Grant is some- 
what noted for perseverance in following out his 

ane of campaign, and if he ie really bent upon 
xelping Mr. Conkling to wet the Cincinnati nomina- 
tion, as this tust act would indicate, and asthe tone 
of the press comments imply, itis highly probable 
that we shall hear of other removal and appoint- 
ments to office soon, having a similar significance 
and tendency. 

But | doubt whether the blow aimed at the pre- 
tensions of Blaine and Morton will be resented in 
any effective manner. Lam reminded by it of the 
removal of Senator Sumner from the Chairman-

YESTERDAY. 
THE JUDGES OF AWARD. 
Special Dispatch te The Tribune. 

PHILADBLPHIA, Pa., May 24.—At the meeting 
of the American and foreign Judges of Award 
this morning Director-General Goshorn gave 
out for the first time the method of determin- 
ing awards which had been decided upon by the 
Commissioners, At previous exhibitions awards 
have been made by international jurors com- 
posing about 600 members, The apportionment 
of jurors to each county was usually made on 
the basis of the relative space occupied by the 
products of such country on the Exhibition. 
The great jury was divided into numerous 
small juries who examined products and pre- 
pared lists of the names of persons whom they 
propose for awards, and the proposals thus 
made were confirmed or rejected by higher 


jurors. 
DEFECTS OF THE OLD SYSTEM. 

This system brought together a numerous and 
incongruous assembly, including unavolda- 
bly, many individuals unqualified for the work. 
The basis of representation was apparently 
fair, but its results were delusive. A few countries 
in the Exhibition whose producta colld be col- 
lected and exposed at small proportional expense 
occupied large space. The numeroas remote coun- 
tries filled smaller spaces. The number of jurors 
allotted to the smaller countries, when dle 
tributed, left them without jurors on most 
classes of goods, and on the remainder with 
only a minority which, in voting on 
awarda, had no weight, and the awards were thus. 
in effect, decreed by the few contiguous countries 
whose products filled the largest spaces, Written 
reports on producta were not usually made by 
juries, and. If made, were not generally published, 
Consequently, no person outside of the jury was 
informed on what awards were made, The medais 
when distributed were aa ent as the verdict 
Mr. Goshorn, in his address to the jury, gave the

INSTRUCTIONS: 

The method of conferring awards which we 
have adopted differs in some respects from 
that pursued in previous Exhibitions. In place of 
the anonymous verdict of a Jury, we have «ubsti- 
tuted the written opinion of the judges, On this 
basis awards will carry the weight and guarantees 
due to endurance, personal character, ability, and 
adornments, and to this extent their reliability and 
value will be increased. It is not expected that 
you will shower awards indiscriminately upon the 
roducts in this vast collection.

nor deserving of particular notice, The standards 
above whieh particular merit worthy of distinction 
begins is for you to determine. In this 
regard I have only to express the desire 
of the Centennial Commissioners that you should 
do this with absolute freedom, and when you meet 
with a product which you consider worthy of an 
award, we desire you to say, in as few words as 
you may deem suitable, why you think so.”

PHILADELPHIA, May 22.—The week opens 
with a decided warmth, and, if it keeps on at 
this rate, we shall have to walk around in re- 
frigerators before the summer is over. Ice is at 
a premium, and people are offering their winter- 
clothes to any one who wants to occupy them 
for a couple of months or so. There is a murki- 
ness about the atmosphere which makes you 
feel as though you had been bathing in a 
molasses-cask, or had submitted to a kalsom- 
ining process with a supply of glue on the brush 
to make the stuff stick, There was a tremen- 
dous shower last night, which cooled 
the air somewhat; and I am told by some of the 
weather-sharps that we shall have it decidedly 
cool before midnight. But the heat probably 
seems worse than it really is, for the reason that 
we had it very cool the first part of last weck, 
and thought that sort of thing was going to last. 
The Exhibition Grounds were delightful in the 
forenoon, and the attendance appeared larger 
than on any day since the opening. The Main 
Building was well-tilled with people, and I ob- 
served among them 

A LARGER NUMBER OF WOMEN 
than I have seen before. They wandered singly, 
and by twos, threes, or larger numbers, wher- 
ever their several wills led them; and I remark- 
ed that they were generally led among the 
Japanese bronzes aud other specimens of Orien- 
tal work, and also among other nice and attrac- 
tive things. It must strike some of our Conti- 
neutal visitors rather oddly to see our women 
go about unattended. In Europe, such a pro- 
ceeding would be finproper in the extreme, and 
might lead to many misunderstandings.,

THE QUAKERS ARE OuT. 

To-day I observed a good many of the people 
who are supposed to be descended from the first 
settlers of Pennsylvania. Why they are more 
numerous to-day than heretofore, lam at a loss to 
imagine; but certain it is, I have seen an unusual 
number of Quakers and Quakeresses wandering 
among the foreign exhibits, and wondering at the 
carious things to be seen there.

RUSSIA'S FIRST GUN. 
This morning the Russians began 125 their 
and, if they keep on as they have begun, 
they will five us something magnificent in the ex- 
treme. The first thing théy brought out was a lot of 
malachite,—a fireplace whose mantel and side- 
ieces were solid slabs of malachite. Then 
here were two or three large vases 
and other ornamental pieces, all of the same ma- 
terial; and very rich they were. We use mal- 
achite for jewelry, and think it very good; those 
of us who have been in St. Petersburg will recall 
the Church of St. Isaac, where there are whole 
columns apparently of solid malachite. I say p- 
3 or those columns are of granite, with a 
malachite veneering an inch or two in thickness, 
for the reason that the material does not come in 
sufficiently solid shape to be used in making col- 
umns. It is a good deal honey-combed, and there 
are lots of vacant places in a large block of it. 
There was a block of malachite in the Paris Expo- 
sition which measured something like 7 feet in 
length by 4 in width, and there wasa 8888 
ished spot on one side, a couple of feet in length 
and a foot andahalfin width. This was said to 
be one of the largest solid blocks of the material in 
Russia, and it was regarded as a great curiosity by 
many thousands of visitors. 
THE GREAT MINES OF MALACHITE 
are in the Ural Mountains, the dividing line be- 
tween European and Asiatic Russia. Most of them 
are on the Siberian side, and in nearly every in- 
etance they lie underneath the copper-mines. Mal- 
actite is nothing more nor lese than an oxide of 
copper. The chemists know exactly how it is 
formed, but they cannot make it any more than 
they can make the diamond, though they under- 
stand perfectly well the composition of that highly- 
prized stone. Certain salts in the earth mingle 
with the copper-ore and the water that finds its way 
through the earth, and these ingredients, soaking 
slowly downward into crevices and hollows in the 
rock, form the substance of which the Russians 
make so much use. In 1835 the largest mass of 
malachite ever known was found on the Demidoff 
estate, some 40 or 50 miles north of Ekaterine- 
barg, Siberia. The miners, who were working a 
vein of copper, found some shreds or strips of 
copper extending downward, and the Superintend- 
ent of the mine ordered them to follow these shreds, 
in hopes of striking auother vein. 
work was pushed forward, or 
downward, and the stray 
of ore were traced in all their windings. 
hundred and eighty feet below the mine, the 
shreds disappeared, and the Superintendent was 
about to give up the enterprise in disgust and 
despair, when the men suddenly came upon a hugo 
mass Of malachite. It was broken up and taken to 
the surface, and the aggregate weicht of the mass 
was estimated at 70 tons! It was this lot that enp- 
led the most of the malachite in the Church of 
St. Isaac, and from it, also, was made the enormous 
vase which the Emperor of Russia sent to His 
Holiness the Pope. 
THE AUSTRIAN EXMNIBIT. 

This morning TI went over the space assigned tu 
fhe Austro-Hungarian Monarchy, and looked at the 
things there displayed. My colleague has well and 
carefully described the mecrechaum goods which 
form a part of the Austrian exhibit; he got ahead 
of me eomewhat on that, ae l have been coloring a 
ineerschaum, and otherwise preparing myself 
to do justice to the subject. | will brielly 
eny that the meerechaum exhibit ta ex- 
ceedingliy good, and the exhibitors have 
hud a sharp eye to business, and remombered that 
some of the best of their trade is with Amertea. 
There is an endless varicty of pipes suited to all 
tastes, and nearly all purses except those that have 
nothing iu them. There isa tine display of Bohe- 
man glass by several exhibitors, and from several 
localities; Some of it comes from Vienna, some 
from Prague, some from Slavonia in Bohemia. and 
other lots from other places more or less unpro- 
nounceable.

A HEAVY BREATH WILL BREAK IT TO ATOMS:

RUSSIA LEATHER. 
Meerschaums and leather articles are the great 
specialities of the Austrian Capital; the meer- 
schaum-basiness is better represented here than 
that of leather, but I imagine that most people 
who have not been abroad will be somewhat sur- 
prised when they see into how many shapes leather 
can be wrought. To make a catalogue would re- 
guire too much space and might be dry reading, 
and so I won't mention anything in the leather- 
Une. It is a curious fact that the people who make 
the best leather do not understand working it. 
There are no tanners equal to the Russians, but 
their leather-work is quite rude and exceedingly 
limited in variety. The leather is tanned in Rus 
sia, whence it goes to Vienna to be wrought. Then 
a great deal of it is sent back to be sold in Russia, 
eo it has traveled 2, CO miles and paid two heavy 
utes, 

American tanners have repeatedly attempted to 
imitate the leather of Rassia, and I believe some 
of them have succeeded fairly. The great trouble 
in imitating Russia leather is in the peculiar and 
long-enduring smell which is everywhere con- 
sidered the proof of genuineness. I have been told 
by a Russian savant that this peculiarity of their 
leather is obtained by the use of willow-bark in the 
tanning process; and certainly the willow, aa I re- 
member it, has the odor in question. 1 am not 
aware that anybody hae ever tried the willow for 
tanning purposes anywhere inthe United States, 
and certainly it is worth somebody's while to make 
the experiment.

BENT-WOOD FURNITURE, 
incinding all the varieties of chairsin ordinary or 
extraordinary use. They are universally in use in 
Vienna and in many other parts of Austria, and are 
not expensive. The wood is steamed eo as to make 
it flexible, and shaped and dried ina kiln. Achair 
thus made consists of circles, or portions of a cir- 
cle. A single pieee forms the back and 
the rear legs, and another single piece 
forms the front legs. The frame for 
the seat is a single piece, and the upper and lower 
rounds are also each of asingle piece. This furni- 
ture has -* been imported in considerable 
quantities, and 1 think it could be made here to 
advantage. 

There is a caee full of repansse work on gold and 
silver, and some of the pieces are equal to those 
that have made the fame of two or three English 
houses, There isa collection of chromes and oil- 
tr for which there was no room in the Art- 

ection; there are two or three cases of Austrian 
lace; and there is buite a collection of books and 
maps. There are astronomical, chemical, and 
mechanical instruments of no superior merit: and 
there is a fine lot of musical instruments of differ- 
ent kinds. Of Vienna gloves, there are many 
exhibits, and they sustain admirably the 
reputation of the gloves made in Aus 
tria. Cloth, carpets, metallic letters and 
ornaments, chemical materiale, and other things 
are represented; but the quantities are not large, 
while the qualities—generally speaking—are not 
remarkable, Altogether, Austria has not done 
herself justice in this exhibition: but she did so 
completely well in the last that we can forgive her. 

PERSONAL TO ILLINOIS, 

Before I let down on Austria, let me say some- 
thing more. I have seen a paragraph to the effect 
that Gen. P. Sidney Post, now Con«ul-General at 
Vienna, has been suggested as Minister to Austria. 
I earnestly hope he will be nominated and con- 
firmed, forthe simple reason that he would be a 
most excellent representative of the country. We 
are not overburdened with good men in our forelun 
oftices, —I could name several first-class ‘*slouch- 
es” in our Diplomatic and Consular services, — 
and, when we have a chance to have a good Minia- 
ter, we should embrace it, Post te a citizen of 
lilinola, and I believe he was always known as a 
most excellent one. He won his grade in 
the army by werions fighting and serious wounds: 
he has been several years at Vienna aa Consul, and 
then as Consal-General; knows the language, the 
people that speak it, and the country where {t ts 
po cen; ison the beet of terme with the Austrian 
onmicials; and is a staunch, earnest, fret, last, and 
all-the-time supporter of American principles, 
During the Vienna Exposition he did a great deal 
of hard work, and on more than one occasion saved 
the country from a humiliating position in our part 
of the affair. He deserves the honor of the ap- 
pointment, but, more than all that. the country 
deserves the honor of having him for its represen- 
tative. The only thing I have against him is, that 
his waist has grown rather large during his resi- 
dence abroad; but that isa fault to which many 
others must plead guilty, both at home and in for- 
eign lands.

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THE GENERAL BUSINESS DEPRESSION. 

Much is written and printed as to the 
causes leading to the present general busi- 
ness depression, a depression which has pre- 
vailed in this country ever since September, 
1873, and which is more or less prevalent in 
all parts of the commercial world. All com- 
merce is speculative. The man who pro- 
duces does so that he may sell his products 
at a profit beyond the ordinary wages of his 
labor. Men build houses that they may 
enjoy the rents. Men engage in manufac- 
tures that they may sell them at an advance 
on the cost of raw materials and of convert- 
ing them into fabrics. Men buy goods in 
foreign countries expecting to sell them here 
at a profit. Men buy grain to be delivered a 
month hence, expecting to profit by an ad- 
vance in prices; and men buy lands and lots, 
urban and rural, holding them in the hope 
of a rise in selling values. Without specula- 
tion, and unless men make ventures, there 
is no commerce. In such case trade is con- 
fined to an actual exchange of necessary 
commodities, and there is stagnation and 
dullness. When the retail merchant, instead 
of purchasing largely, merely purchases suf- 
ficient to keep a small assorted stock, he dis- 
appoints the wholesale dealer, the importer, 
and the manufacturer. When the whole 
body of retailers do this, the disappointment 
is general. When the man with some money 
invests it in lands, or lots, or buildings, he to 
that extent inspires confidence ; others are 
induced to do the same thing in other lines 
of speculation ; men get hopeful and go to 
manufacturing ; others start out in all the 
varied branches of trade, production is en- 
couraged, more labor is employed, the spirit 
progresses until there is a general activity, 
and a rapid exchange of commodities. This 
trade extends from community to commu- 
nity, State to State, and country to country. 
Then there is greater production, an increase 
of wealth, the employment of that wealth in 
trade, and there is a prosperity equal to the 
aggregate activity. a 

Another fact bearing on modern com- 
merce is the change which has taken place 
in the ownership of the capital employed in 
trade. The time was when the merchants 
and the capitalists were the same persons. 
Then a merchant did business on his own 
capital, and upon such credit as the posses- 
sion of that capital authorized. Now there 
is a distinct class of persons who loan their 
capital to merchants. The man trading on 
his own capital was essentially conservative. 
There was a limit to his operations which 
he dare not go beyond without losing 
his credit and imperiling his capital. 
Such a merchant, doing a com- 
paratively contracted business, made larger 
proportionate profits on the amount of busi- 
ness done. But this has been changed. 
Capital is now hired. The merchant, with a 
small stock of his own, hires capital or 
credit, paying therefor a higher annual 
profit to the owner than that owner could 
have got from it in his own trade. The mod- 
ern merchant extends his business to the 
largest possible point. He buys and sells 
without limit; the greater the volume of his 
trade the smaller the per cent of profit re- 
quired to produce the rent of his capital. 
Commerce is therefore now done more 
largely than ever upon credit where it was 
once done on actual capital, and the mercan- 
tile world stands upon a less substantial 
footing than it did half acentury ago. A 
convulsion, therefore, has a larger sweep in 
its destruction than it would have had in 
past times. 

The clostst definition we can give of the 
causes producing these financial revulsions 
is the withdrawal of confidence. We have 
stated how confidence is inspired, and how 
men, little by little, venture to buy, to 
build, to produce, to ship, import, and 
make, until one by one the forces of trade 
are put in motion, and the great volume of 
commerce rolls on in its enormous circles. 
The men who have by small things gained 
wealth, who from little profits seek larger 
ones, go on expanding their speculations, 
and make bolder discounts upon the future. 
At last the legitimate boundary of specula- 
tion is reached and passed; enterprises 
become gigantic, certain men become recog- 
nized oracles in predicting the future, capital 
is withdrawn from legitimate and profitable 
operations to be buried beneath mountains 
of speculative eredit. At last, some chief 
among the gang, like Ovenrenp & Gurney of 
London, or Jay Cooxkx, falls amid the ruins 
of his fancy castles. His victims, one after 
the other, follow him; the men doing busi- 
ness on credit are crushed by the contrac- 
tion; the fictitious takes wings and departs. 
Each man holds what little substance he has, 
and puts no faith in others. To an unhealthy 
and unlimited credit there is the shrinkage 
which knows no credit. For a period more 
or less protracted there is a struggle to keep 
above water; but gradually, one after the 
other, in the succeeding stagnation, depres- 
sion, failure of profits, and difficulty of re- 
trenchment, all those immediately or seri- 
ously dependent on credit go down, to rise 
no more. 

Out of this gloom the recovery is slow. 
Confidence has been lost. There has been 
ne loss of property, but the whole fabric of 
credit, confidence, and speculation has been 
swept away. Who is there to inspire it? 
Who is there that has money and will ven- 


ture to speculate with it? Who will buy

Can the Government promote this recovery 
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of confidence? There are restrictions and 
restraints upon trade, weights and chains 
upon commerce, which in these days of de- 
pression and gloom are more oppressive than 
at other times, and which ought to be re- 
moved. We labor also under the embarrass- 
ment of an unstable and depreciated cur- 
rency. We are selling and buying on a scale 
of prices as uncertain as the weather. We 
have practically no standard value of money. 
Had we a fixed standard, whether of gold or 
silver,—anything of substantial, intrinsic, 
tangible value,—we might at least have the 
improvement of knowing that when a dollar 
was borrowed, what sort of a dollar would 
be paid back at the end of thirty days. 

But the rise and growth of trade, the ex- 
pansion of credit, the frenzy of speculation, 
the explosion, collapse, and prostration, are 
80 closely progressive, so inevitably conse- 
quential upon one another, and so period- 
ical, that, though each disaster may have its 
peculiarities, they seem to fill their place in 
the cycles of commercial civilization, and are 
as unavoidable by human laws as the storms 
which shake the natural world. 


PAY YOUR CITY TAXES! 

It is now time to appeal to the loyalty and 
pride of Chicago people to pay their taxes 
without further delay. For the first time in 
years there is a condition of things in this 
city to attract the payment of taxes, and for 
the first time in years it will be indecent and 
outrageous for men not to pay who have it 
in their power to do so. Heretofore the 
reckless expenditure of city moneys and the 
disreputable class of people living upon the 
taxes gave a good excuse for a refusal to pay 
until it became absolutely necessary. Now, 
however, the practical work of retrenchment 
has been begun, and there is not the slight- 
est doubt that the present Mayor and Coun- 
cil will reduce the current expenditures to 
the lowest figure consistent with the public 
welfare. In the meantime, the city 
finances are in a deplorable condition. 
Several months’ back pay is due to 
the policemen, the firemen, the teachers, 
and all those employes of the city who 
are most in need of their earnings from 
month to month. Between $800,000 and 
$1,000,000 are due employes for services and 
labor rendered, for which neither the law 
nor justice warrants a further postpone- 
ment. It is not toompch to say that there 
are some instances of actual suffering, and 
there are certainly many instances of gross 
swindling, arising from the failure of the 
city to pay those who have done the public 
genuine service. In both cases people suffer 
who have earned their money. It is also 
necessary to provide for the interest on a 
large part of the bonded debt which falls 
due July 1. The city must have money in 
order to escape a default and in order to re- 
lieve the necessities of those to whom it is 
indebted for public order and protection. 
We have the pledge now that the money so 
paid shall be used for these legitimate 
purposes, and not employed in the ‘ shin- 
ning” processes that have been going on 
for a couple of years to keep up the per- 
nicious and unlawful issue of certificates. It 
is time, therefore, for the property-owners 
to pay up, and relieve a city really rich and 
prosperous from the blemish of bankruptcy, 
the appearance of which has been brought 
on by a false policy and an extravagant ex- 
penditure of public moneys. , 

There is also an appeal to the selfish 
nature of those who are not to be influenced 
by these higher considerations. The taxes 
for 1875 are really past due, and their collec- 
tion can be enforced within the next two 
months by judgment and sale. The law 
under which they are now assessed and col- 
lected is the State law, and there is no longer 
any opportunity to successfully avoid 
their payment. They must be paid 
in the end, and the limit of time is 
not far of. But to attract the 
prompt payment, on account of the pres- 
ent necessity of the city, a discount of 2 
per cent is offered on all the taxes of 1875 
which shall be paid prior to June 1, and 13 
per cent on all paid prior to July 1. Applica- 
tion to the Comptroller for the necessary 
amount to pay any person’s taxes will secure 
a certificate, from which 2 per cent will be 
discounted when the money shall be paid to 
the County Treasurer. This is better inter- 
est—the rate being about 12 per cent per 
annum—than anybody can earn on money 
for the next two months, and it should in- 
duce all tax-payers to make a special effort 
to pay at once. It is now a duty, prompted 
by motives of charity and humanity as well 
as justice and self - interest, and there is no 
reasonable nor fair excuse for further delay 
on the part of anybody who can possibly 
raise the money which, in any event, will 
have to be paid over in two months. 


INDICTMENT OF PERIOLAT AND KIMBERLY. 

It is worthy of note thatthe indictments 
which have been found against Pxrrroxar, 
the County Contractor, aud Kiwerriy, the 
Warden of the County Poor-House, are of 
the same general nature as those found 
against the whisky-thieves which have been 
so succesfully prosecuted, with the differ- 
ence that one is an offense against the United 
States Government and the other an offense 
against the State Government. The text of 
the statute under which the indictment has 
been found reads as follows: 

If any two or more persons conspire and agree 
together with the fraudulent or malicious intent 
wrongfully and wickedly to injure the person, char- 
acter, business, or property of another, or to ob- 
tain money or other property by false pretenses, or 
to do any illegal act, injurious to the public trade, 
health, morals, police, or administration of public 
justice, or to prevent competition in the letting of 
any contract by the State or the authorities of any 
county, city, town, or village, or to induce any 
person not to enter inte such competition, or to 
commit any felony, they shall be deemed guilty of 
a conspiracy; and every such offender, and every 
person convicted of conspiracy at common law, 
shall be imprisoned in the Penitentiary not exceed- 
ing three years, or fined not exceeding $1, 000. 

It will be seen that the language of the 
statute is exceedingly comprehensive, and 
certainly includes the offenses against the 
public of which Perroxar, Kruperty, and 
some others (including certain members of 
the County Board) have long been suspected. 
It is certain that the United States authori- 
ties, under a similar statute, have been able 
to convict the men who have conspired to 
defraud the Government revenues on evi- 
dence much less direct than that which is un- 
derstood to have been taken by the Grand 
Jury. There is s vast difference, however, 
in the practice of the United States and State 
Courts, and not the least important of the 
differences is the mode of selecting the petit 
juries. In the United States Courts it is next 
to impossible to st up” a jury, which is 
drawn by certain designated United States 
Commissioners from a list of names fur- 
nished by the Clerks of the various County 


Courts of the best men throughout the en- 
tire district, which often meludes a whole 
State. Our local petit juries, on the con- 
trary, are made up by the Sheriff or a subor- 
dinate Bailiff, and the experience of the past 
has taught the public that it is not 2 difficult 
matter to select a jury which will hang 
or disagree, no matter how clear a case may 
be made out against the prisoner at the bar. 
A desperate effort must be made on the part 
of the Criminal Court and all its officers not 
to permit this sort of thing in making up 
the petit juries before whom the consp ra- 
tors against the county revenues shall be 
tried. It is only by the conviction, disgrace, 
and punishment of the county thieves that 
their career of plunder may be checked. 
The revenue service of the United States 
has been purified more by convicting the 
whisky-thieves and sending them to the Pen- 
itentiary than by all the laws ever enacted. 
The external evidences of thievery in the ad- 
ministration of county affairs are as numer- 
ous and convincing as were the external evi- 
dences of the existence of a Whisky Ring. 
Now let our local courts and officials do as 
efficient work in prosecuting these evidences 
to conviction as has been done by the United 
States Courts and officials. Then we shall 
begin to see the light.

MUNN’S ACQUITTAL. 

The Mon trial is closed, the jury after a 
brief consultation bringing in a verdict of 
not guilty, and Moxx is free. This result is 
due tothe fact that the jury discredited 
Rxnu's testimony. Outside of Reum’s evi- 
dence, the Government’s case was not a 
strong one. There was evidence to show 
that he had been loose in the management of 
his office, and perhaps that he had winked at 
irregularities, but there was no positive evi- 
dence, except the statements of REAN, to 
show that he had taken bribes or had 
actively engaged in a conspiracy to defraud 
the revenue. The case therefore went to the 
jury substantially upon Reum’s testimony, 
with the legal presumption of innocence, 
previous good character, and Rm s sus- 
picious veracity, as offsets in Munn’s favor. 
The Court itself recognized this fact in its 
charge to the jury, which set forth 
that the only direct and positive testimony 
tending to connect the defendant with the 
conspiracy was that of Jacos Renu; there- 
fore the jury must take into account the 
fact that Renu was the chief organizer of 
the conspiracy, that they must scrutinize 
his motives, also whether he expects to ob- 
tain any immunity from, or mitigation of, 
his own punishment; whether any influ- 
ences have been brought to bear upon him 
to testify against the defendant ; whether he 
has any feeling of revenge to gratify, or any 
real or supposed advantages to gain for him- 
self by securing the conviction of the de- 
fendant—and determine for yourselves, in 
the light of all these circumstances, whether 
he has told you the truth or not. The Court 
summed it up in the pertinent question: 
Has Reem told you the truth in regard to 
the defendant's complicity in this conspir- 
acy ?” 

Rum fatally weakened his credibility 
when he swore that of the $200,000 or more 
blackmail which he levied on the distillers, 
he kept only enough to buy cigars, but gave 
it all away to the Government officers and to 
Hao. The jury refused to believe this. 
And he hurt himself in swearing that he was 
an innocent, pure-minded man until Hxs 
seduced him into becoming a blackmailer of 
the distillers. Hzsina indignantly denied in 
his testimony the truth of this statement. 
Now Jake may have told the naked truth as 
to Munn, and, in in the opinion of thousands 
of people, did tell the truth, yet he dis- 
credited himself with the jury by making 
the two other statements, and thereby caused 
them to give Munn a Scotch verdict of not 
proven, which is the most that can be 
claimed for him; for, had not Reum damaged 
his credibility with the jury as aforesaid, 
they would undoubtedly have returned a 
verdict of guilty. 

While Munn may be congratulated upon 
his escape from the serious charge of con- 
spiracy to defraud the revenue, it should not 
be forgotten that he stands convicted by 
competent testimony of another charge al- 
most as serious—although he was not on 
trial for it—that of neglect of duty as a pub- 
lic officer. Fortunately, this point did not 
depend upon Rrxum’s testimony, or Mr. Renu 
might have presented Munn as a model offi- 
cer in all respects, while trying to prove just 
the contrary. 


MR. HOYNE’S RIGHTS AS MAYOR. 

Mayor Hoyrnz has made a full and satisfac- 

tory reply to the inquiry instituted by Huar- 
vey D. Col vm in the Circuit Court to his 
authority for exercising the functions of the 
office which he now holds. The pleas filed 
in the case merely form a connected narra- 
tive, in legal phrase, of the circumstances 
and events which led to his election, and in- 
duced Mr. CoLvix to set up the preposterous 
claim of holding on to his office for a year 
and a half beyond the term for which he was 
chosen, and. after his successor had been 
elected by the people. Cotrvin’s term ex- 
pired originally in December, 1875. Early 
in January of that year a petition, with the 
required number of names, was presented to 
the Common Council, asking that the gen- 
eral charter of 1872 be submitted to a vote 
of the people for adoption or rejection. It 
was the duty of the Council to order an 
election for this purpose as early as practic- 
able. Instead of this, the matter was post- 
poned until the Mayor and Aldermen could 
canvass the situation and ascertain how 
the possible adoption of the charter could 
effect their tenure of office. Finally they 
fixed the date for voting on the new charter 
at April 23, nearly four months after the 
petition was filed, and just three days after 
a general election would have been held fer 
Mayor and othercity officers under the new 
charter, if it had been adopted at any time 
prior to the third Tuesday in April. The 
purpose of this delay was manifestly to en- 
able the Aldermen then serving to hold over 
an entire year, and the Mayor two years, 
before the recurrence of another general elec- 
tion under the charter to fill their respective 
places. This was a fraudulent misuse of 
their power, and a betrayalof the people in 
their own selfish office-holding interest. 

The charter of 1872 was adopted, and the 
existing Council took no other steps toward 
calling a special election to fill the vacancies 
in the several city offices; under the charter 
the old officers continued to discharge the 
duties of the several places. But the time 
came around when it was not in the power 
of the Council to delay the election of their 
successors any longer. The date of the gen- 
eral election for Aldermen and the city offi- 


cers (excepting the Mayor) was fixed 
by the charter every April, and 
it could not be avoided. But the 


Council, true to the original compact, 
still declined to call a special election for 
Mayor, the general election for that office 
occurring every other year. the 


to fill the office on a general election day, 
when all voters were fully informed of the 
fact, after both political parties and a mon- 
ster mass-meeting had nominated a candidate, 
and when all the tickets afforded an oppor- 
tunity to every voter to express his prefer- 
ence. At this election, Mr. Horns received 
the great majority of votes, and, including 
those not returned, or improperly returned 
and not canvassed, he received almost as 
many votes as the aggregate number of votes 
given to both candidates for any other office 
voted for. This was an election by the 
people, if chere ever was one, and to an 
office that had been vacant for six months, 
which was the time that had elapsed after 
the expiration of the term for which 
Mr. Cor vm had been chosen. The 
vote which Mr. Hor received was 
properly canvassed by the new Coun- 
cil (the old Council having refused to 
do its duty in this case, as it had previously 
in neglecting to call a special election for 
Mayor), and he was duly declared Mayor of 
the city. In this capacity he demanded and 
received the acknowledgment of all the de- 
partments of the City Government, and be- 
gan his career as Mayor with a larger con- 
stituency than any of his predecessors. 

This, in brief, is what Mr. Horne cites as 
his warrant for exercising the rights and 
functions pertaining to the office of Mayor. 
It is a mere statement of fact, so that, if Mr. 
Col wu and his attorneys desire a quick set- 
tlement of the case, they will proceed to ar- 
gue it on this basis. If this is not their pur- 
pose, and they desire to be let down easily 
and slowly, they will probably demur to 
Mr. Hoyne’s answer, though the facts 
in the case are notorious. If Mr. 
Cotvin’s counsel are confident in the right 
and justice of their client’s claims, they 
will not hesitate to solicit the earliest de- 
cision of the Circuit Court on a state of 
things with which almost every intelligent 
man is now entirely familiar; but whether 
they do this or seek further delay, the action 
already taken by Mayor Horx shows that he 
will not defer the policy of retrenchment and 
reform while waiting for a decision. 

Mr. Hayes continues to identify his retire- 
ment from the office of Comptroller with the 
necessary loss of the city’s credit. In yes- 
terday’s Journal he thus expressed himself: 

In reply to Tux Tunuxk. I would state that the 
city has already been dishonored in consequence of 
the position in which I have been placed, and 
whether the city’s credit can be restored hereafter, 
will depend on the administration of Government, 
as a repudiation Government can have no credit. 
In regard to the statement that I assume ‘*‘ that the 
Mayor and Council, and all who differ,” etc., are in 
favor of repudiating the city debt, I would say that 
I have assumed nothing of the kind. This Council, 
as well as the last, stand on record, by an almost 
unanimous vote, directing the Comptroller to pay 
all these certificates at maturity, but Mr. Horne 
and his leading backers take the position that the 
debt is illegal, and that the city is not bound to pay 
it, and that the city can fairly refuse to meet it and 
postpone the payment at their pleasure. That is 
actual repudiation! Precisely the same aa that 
charged against the State of Mississippi. I have no 
idea that if Mr. Horne continues to entertain his 
present views, and should be decided Mayor of 
Chicago, that he would make any provision for the 
payment of this debt. In reply to a question re- 
garding the payment of employes, Mr. Hayes said: 
‘* They can't raise money to pay the employes of 
the city except by loans, and the city's credit is 
gone. 

The case is very simple. The city owes 
$3,000,000 of certificates, which the law de- 
clares can only be, and must be, paid out of 
the $5,000,000 or more of back taxes, the 
most of which will be collected in July, Au- 
gust,and September. The law prohibits the 
borrCwing of money on time notes. Now, 
we understand that the Mayor proposes to 
apply this money as fast as collected to pay- 
ing those certificates, instead of taking them 
up now by issuing time notes, and using the 
revenue for other purposes. That, Mr. 
Hayes thinks, is as bad as the repudiation 
charged against the State of Mississippi, but 
there are but few persons who will agree 
with him. The law expressly authorizes the 
city to borrow money on the taxes of 1876 
to pay the expenses of 1876, and, if the city 
cannot do otherwise, we suppose it will 
adopt that course. The fact that some 
pieces of the paper of the city have not been 
paid is pronounced to be the destruction of 
the city’s credit! Mr. Hares would have 
„paid that paper by issuing another batch, 
and that Micawder-like operation, he thinks, 
would have saved the credit of the city! 
There is not a respectable citizen in Chicago 
who proposes or thinks of repudiating any of 
this scrip. The only man who insists that 
there is a purpose to repudiate is Mr. Hayes, 
and, after he gets over his little pet in not 
being permitted to have his own way, he 
will discover that the new Mayor and Com- 
mon Council and Comptroller will be just as 
zealous in defense of the honor of the city as 
he ever was. 


One thing must be said in Brverrpcr’s 
behalf at least, and that is, he died game. 
Like ex-Mayor Cotlvm, he hung on desper- 
ately when everybody else saw that he had 
not a ghost’s chance of a nomination. He 
was in the gripe of a singular infatuation, 
and thought to the last that he would be 
nominated. He was so ace to con- 
tinue in the Governor’s office that his 


eyes were closed to the fact that 
the people were tired of him, and 
determined on a change. For four years he 


has done little else than lay pipe, pull wires, 
and itinerate over the State, electioneering 
for a re-election. He wholly overdid this 
kind of work, and caused a popular reaction 
against himself. Had he remained in his 
office, and in a quiet and dignified manner 
attended carefully to its duties, and button- 
holed nobody for a re-election, he would in 
all probability have received the nomination 
without serious opposition. For in that 
case his own county would have stood by 
him and saved him from defeat. What would 
have been friendship and respect was turned 
into disgust, and no dunning or personal 
importunity sufficed to overcome it. The 
office of Governor embodies the highest dig- 
nity of the State, and people will not toler- 
ate an application of the system of ward 
politics by occupants thereof for the pro- 
longation of their tenure.

If he was ignorant of what was 
going on, he is blamable for such ignorance, 
and ought not to have loaned his name to trans- 
actions with the nature of which he did not 
take the time and pains to familiarize himself.

LICENSES. 
THE PAWNBROKERS AND JUNK DEALERS COMING 
TO TIME. 


The determination of the Committee on 
Licenses to prosecute every pawnbroker and 
junk dealer who presumed to do business with- 
out paying the proper tax has already had 
good effect. During the last two days 
about twenty-five of these gentry 
have visited the City Clerk’s office and 
paid the legal price for the illuminated pieces of 
paper which give them power to trade in their 
respective lines.

THE QUO WARRANTO. 

COLVIN’S REPLICATION TO MAYOR HOYNE’S 
PLEADINGS. 

Information was filed in the Criminal Court 
yesterday by Colvin’s counsel for a quo warranto 
in behalf of the people ex rel H. D. Colvin. The 
text of the information was published in these 
columns several days ago, as were also the 
pleadings in behalf of Mayor Hoyne. Yesterday 
afternoon Colvin’s counsel were busily engaged 
in perfecting tha replication to the various pleas 
made by Mr. Hoyne’s counsel. The following ts 
the textofthe replication to the second plea 
of the respondent. The other pleas are quite sim- 
Uar in the mass of verbiage they contain, as well 
as in the general amount of information hidden 
ander the weight of words. The only difference 
consists in some dry legal technicalities.

Colvin, had expired, and some holding that it 
would not expire until a successor should be elect- 
ed at said election to be held in April, 1877, and be 
qualified, a proposition was made in such City 
Ceuncil to order and call a special election to elect 
a Mayor, and a majority of the members of said

VOTED AGAINST SUCH PROPOSITION, 

and refused to call an election for that purpose, 
and afterwards, to wit: at the January term, A. D. 
1876, an application was made to the Supreme

DULUTH’S MISERY. 


A Glacial Epoch at the Zenith City of the 
Unsalted Seas. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
St. Pavi, Minn., May 23.—This afternoon a 


fresh southwest wind prevails at Duluth. The ice- 
fields are breaking and moving out. The steamers 
are working safely towards the harbor. The On- 


tario has on board 400 Mennonites, and about the 
same number of French Canadians, bound for 
Manitoba. They are nearly out of provisions. A 
party of Frenchmen. who went from the Ontario to 
the shore over the ice, a few days ago, were fifteen 
hours making 8 miles, and had to abandon one of 
their number to — of cold and exhaustion. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Du.tvuru, May 24.—There are eleven steamers 
blockaded at Duluth by the ice, caused by a north- 
easter commencing on the 13th and continuing for 
three days, by which the ice left in the lake was 
driven in on the north of the harbor, effectually 
closing it from that time to the present. Previous 
to the storm, the harbor was clear of ice. The 
steamer Manistee, of the Duluth Transporta- 
tion Company's line, having already arrived 


from the south shore and taken on 4 
cargo for a return trip. an attempt 
to out after the storm only resulted in getting 


fast in the ice, from which she has not yet been re- 
lieved. In the meantime boats from down the lake 
have been arriving daily in the 2 until now no 
less than twelve are fast in the ice from 8 to 10 
miles out from the harbor. Among these is the 
steamer Ontario, from, Sarnia with some 400 Men- 
nonites and 100 French families of immigrants for 
Manitoba—in all between 800 and 900 people, the 
whole number of le on all the boats being in 
the vicinity of 1,100. A few daring men have es. 
caped to the mainland, and report a scarcity of 
provisions on some of the steamers. 

Sr. Pact, Minn., May 24.—A dispatch just re- 
ceived from Duluth says the lake is open, and the 
steamers have all got into port.

THE CONFEDERATE ‘“‘INVESTIGATION’’ OF HIS 
CHARACTER. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 


Wasarneton, D. C., May 24.—Mr. Blaine was | 


well enough to appear before the Judiciary 
Committee, and the Little Rock investigation 
was resumed. The prosecution failed to prove 
its case, and the Democratic members of the 
Committee failed to free themselves from the 
charge that they were acting in the interests of 
politicians who are striving to defeat Blaine. 
The resolution under which the Committee acts 
directs the investigation into the purchase of 
Little Rock & Fort Smith bonds by the Union 
Pacific Railroad. Under this resolution, and 
for the purpose of smirching Blaine, an at- 
tempt was made to-day to prove by hearsay- 
testimony of dead men and witnesses beyond 
the seas that other bonds than those mentioned 
in the resolution were used to influence Con- 
gressional legislation. Blaine, while not wish- 
ing to appear as opposing an investigation, sub- 
mitted that the Committee had no jurisdiction 
to enter into the gossip circulated by PokerJack 
McClure. The following is a brief 
ABSTRACT OF TESTIMONY. 

A letter of James F. Wilson, of Iowa, was pre- 
sented to the Committee. He said he under- 
stood, until Col. Scott testified, that Caldwell 
was a constituent of Blaine, and that as he 
could not recall Caldwell's name he told Horace 
White that the 75,000 bonds bought by the Union 
Pacific belonged to a constituent of Blaine. 

ROBINSON, THE MYSTERIOUS WITNESS 
who was to tell the wonderful story, was sworn. 
He was chief engineer of the Little Rock & Fort 
Smith Road; knew of no disposition of bonds by 
Caldwell; brought a package once for Caldwell to 
Washington from Boston in the spring of 1871; 
was coming to Washington to see about the Little 
Rock bridge; Caldwell asked him to take a package 
to Washington for him to Blaine; did so; did 


not find Blaine at hie house; found 
him at the Capitol; delivered the pack- 
age in the Speaker's room; talked about 


old Maine; remember that Blaine asked about coal- 
land investments; knew Blaine in Maine; Caldwell 
told witness nothing about the contents of the pack- 
age; did not and does not know the contents; never 
told anybody anywhere that he knew what was in 
the package; Blaine did not open the package in 
his presence; witness 
NEVER TOLD ANYBODY 
that he had counted out twenty bonds to Blaine 
from that package; the package was a long roll tied 
up with a string and open at the ends; it was a 
solid roll Tike papers; was addressed to Blaine; 
witness carried it openly in his hand; 
there were no injunctions about it from Caldwell; 
nothing to indicate that it was a package of value; 
there was no secrecy about it. ‘he names of sev- 
eral persons were mentioned to whom Robinson is 
reported to have told the story, and he 
DENIED ACQUAINTANCE WITH THEM. 
The witness never knew that Blaine ever owned 
any bonds of the Little Rock & Fort Smith Road; 
this package was handed to Blaine in the Speaker's 
parior, with a great crowd present; the package 
was 1 foot long, 3 nches thick; has 
known Blaine for twenty-five years; knew him 
in Portland, when he was editor of the 
Portiand Advertiser; the package was much in the 
shape ofa land-piot. It never occurred to witness 
that bonds would have been sent in that way. 
Never had any reason to believe that he was giving 
Blaine bonds. Blaine never ve witness a re- 
ceipt. Blaine took the roll into the Speaker's 
chair, and laid the roll down on the desk in a very 
different way than he would have done if they had 
been bonds. Witness called on Blaine last even- 
ing at witness’ on instance. Blaine did not ask 
him to conceal anything, or suggest anything in 
connection with his testimony. 
CURRY, AN ARKANSAS BAILROAD MAN, 
was then called, evidently to contradict Robinson. 
Curry said that Kobinson had told bim that the 
package contained about $25,000 in bonds, which 
was an installment; Curry told this story to Judge 
McClure (Poker-Jack) ten days afterwards; Robin- 
son told Curry that he had carried a package of 
bonds yr pane from Josiah Caldwell to Blaine; 
Curry did not know how he came to be summoned: 
was surprised; hadn't communicated it to anybody 
except McClure; Curry had communicated it later 
to Gen. Hunton, Chairman of the Sub-Committee 
investigating the matter; Curry is a Republican. 

BLAINE NOT PERMITTED TO CROSS-EXAMINE. 

Cross-examined by Blaine: A majority of Ar- 
kansas Republicans during the last year have been 
unfriendly to Blaine, on account of his action 
respecting the Poland report. 

Chairman Hunton interfered to prevent Curry 
from stating what the general feeling of Arkansas 
Rerublicans was, and insisted that he must restrict 
his questions to Curry himself. 

Blaine wanted to show that Curry belonged to a 
disreputable gang. 

Frye maintained that Hunton had insisted upon 
hearsay evidence against Blaine; that Hunton, 
while going into the fullest hearsay against Blaine 
sought to circumscribe Blaine. 

Blaine said he wanted-to show that all of this 
story was part of a mass of filthand scandal dug 
up by the worst set of politicians on the continent. 

Curry said he had heard that Judge Poland had 
received bonds. 

Blaine reiterated that he wanted to show that 
Curry and his gang came here with a purpose—an 
intention to smirch him in every way. 

Curry said that it was false in every particular. 

Hunton prohibited Blaine from examining the 
witness further in this direction. 

DAVID P. SICKLES 
was then sworn: Was Financial Agent of the 
State of Arkansas; is now a New York broker; was 
co- Director of the Little Rock & Fort Smith; knew 
Caldwell; intimate with him; had many bond 
transactions with Caldwell; Caldwell became own- 
er of most of the assets of the road; he was to re- 
ceive $1,000, 000 Arkansas bonds for every 10 miles 
completed; Caldwell sold all his bonds except those 
he hypothecated; first-mortgage bonds were sold 
at 85, and he gave a bonus to purchasers of a cer- 
tain amount of stock; in some instances he gave 
50 per cent of land-grant bonds as a bonus for the 
purchase of the first-mortgage bonds; only knows 
about the use of bonds for legislation 
WHAT CALDWELL TOLD HIM. 

Judge Lawrence here objected to hearsay testi- 
mony. Until full, the Committee should decide the 
question which has been referred to it. 

Frye interposed that the hearsay evidence was 
not admissible; that witness could not be permit- 
ted to smirch members of Congress by — 
— — or absent men, so that a defense is not 
possible. 

Blaine said that the entire examination is now 
outside of the resolution and without authority. 
He claimed that the whole point of the 1 — 
was limited to the Union Pacific Company. Blaine 
believed that, if the investigation is thus widened, 
he could not have the opportunity for a report up- 
on the $64,000 slander. Blaine said that every 
day that the investigation is widened, a great, 
grave public injustice is done himselft 

Gen. Hunton disclaimed any intention of un- 
fairness, and said the only postponement had been 
on account of Blaine’s unfortanate illness. There 
was a good deal of fooling. manifested on both 
— in connection with interlocutory ro- 
marks. 

Hunton said he had a dozen letters assailing Col. 
Scott's testimony.-

BELIEF THAT CONGRESS WILL SIT ALL SUMMER.

Wasuineron. D. C., May 24.—Morrison, it is 
understood, will call up the Tariff bill for con- 
sideration to-morrow, and make his promised 
speech on it.

DISTRICT AFFAIRS. 


A FALSE REPORT. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 24.—Injustice seems 
to have been done to the House Committee on 
District Affairs by a premature publication in 
Washington and elsewhere of a document which 
purported to be areport of the Committee on 
District Affairs of its investigation of the ad- 
ministration of the District since 1874, but 
which was simply Judge Buckner's draft 
of a report which he intended to 
submit to the Committee for its approval. 
This document closed with a recommendation 
that the Commissioners of the District should 
be sued upon their bonds forthe damages and 
loss caused to the District by their unauthor- 
ized and legal acts. The Republican members 
of the Committee say that there are grave 
doubts that these conclusions of the Chairman will 
be adopted by the majority, and that the minority 
will 


CERTAINLY DISSENT 
from them. They eay that, at most, the 
Commissioners of the District can only be accused 
of having placed a wrong interpretation on a law of 
Congress, and that there is not the least evidence 
that it was not an honest interpretation or 
that they were influenced to do this by any corrupt 
orimproper motive. On the other hand, the finan- 
cia] management of the District under the present 
Commissioners has been shown to be scrupulously 
exact in all its details. 
EVERY DOLLAR OF MONEY 

has been fully accounted for, and in the main 
economically expended. The expenses of the 
administration in the District have, in many in- 
stances, been greatly reduced, and there has been 
an utter failure to show that the Commissioners 
have been guilty of a first corrupt act. For these 
reasons, the minority of the Committee do not 
believe that the Commissioners ought to be prose- 
cuted, and will sign no report recommending it. 


MISELLANEOUS INQUIRIES. 
THE COMMITTEE’S REPLY TO ROBESON.

the certificates at all, This isa great error. Their il- 
legality was weationed only to show that ft would 
be impossible to continue the issue.

The boys on Change were unusually frisky yes- 
terday. They were sportive probably for the same 
reason that 

‘* The stars above are brightly shining, 
Because they've nothing else to do.“ 

There is ne doubt that a good deal more business 
is now transacted on ‘Change, by many commission 
men, chan was possible before the passage of the 
rule to prevent corners. A great many people in 
the country send in orders to sell short who would 
be afraid to do soif they were afraidof being 
canght in a tight place by a corner; and more people 
are able to buy long, because they could not 
otherwise find enough parties willing to sell to 
them. The epeculative trading is thus largely in- 
creased by the feeling of security given to short 
scllere *‘ under the rule,“ and ſt is no wonder that 
hort selling has become popular enough to leave it 
in doubt whether it be more fashionabie or valgar. 
The present wheat market furnishes an apt illus- 
tration of thistruth. Withour light receipts of the 
speculative grade (only 11 car-loadsof straight No. 
2 spring inspected into store yesterday) it would 
have required comparatively little capital to corner 
our market at anytime during this epring and 
summer—at least to comer it to the point 
where much higher prices would have brought 
owt all the availabie wheat in the country, and 
made glad the hearts of the warchousemen bya 
big demund for storage room, while the higher 
prices would have made glad the heart of the farm- 
er abo. But with no rule against corvers, many of 
those who are now short wonld have been afraid to 
take that side, and the rest would have invested 
less heavily in that direction than now. We do 
not assume to say how fara gain in the volume of 
merely speculative business will compensate for 
the loss of an actual trade in grain due to the bear- 
ish tendencies of a market in which short-selling 
preponderates. We simply state the fact, and 
chiefly forthe purpose of indicating that a prop- 
osition to change the rules would not necessarily 
attract an affirmative vote from all the members 
of the Board of Trade. The diMiculty of obtaining 
a change would be all the greater, because it 
scarcely seems possible that a majority would 
agree upon any other rule that might be suggested 
as perfectly equitable between both parties. There 
are many who wish for a reform of present 
conditions, but do not wish to leap back 
into the old maelstrom of artificial § excite- 
ment from which the Board emerced with so 
much difficulty a few months ago. But the ques- 
tion will bear consideration. It is important 
enough to demand the gravest thought from all who 
are interested in the welfare of Chicago as the 
commercial focus of the Great Northwest. There 
can be no doubt that a fitting solution of the prob- 
lem may be arrivedat. Two or three failures do 
not prohibit final success. Bob Bruce (not ours) 
saw eighteen failures followed by victory on the 
nineteenth trial; and our Board of Trade may do 
likewise.” 

It is reported that the movement of grain by 
lake and rail has been extensive enough to cause 
a partial blockade at Buffalo now, owing to the 
difficulty of obtaining cars rapidly enongh to take 
away the grain as it is poured iuto that city. 

THE MARKETS. 

The leading produce markets were irregular yes- 
terday, some being active and weak, others quiet 
and firm. The most unsettled feeling was in pro- 
visions, which were very nervous. The weather 
was fair, and cool, and gave promise of being more 
settled, at least for a little while, but there was no 
important increase in the volume of receipts, snch 
as has been expected forse long. A good dal of 
grain goes around as daily, and the ontward move- 
ment from thie city is fairin proportion tothe re- 
ceipts; but it is not what it ougbt to be at this sea- 
son of the year, with the children of Europe crying 
out for bread. Some excitement occurred in the 
latter part of the session by European news, and 
the markets were somewhat stronger in conse- 
quence. The decline in Koglish consols, and the 
rumored excitement in Paris, were regarded by 
many as indications that the attitude of England 
on the Turkish question is deemed sufficient 
to cause grave apprehensions that the com- 
ing struggle will not be the one-sided 
affair some folks have talked of, in which all Eu- 
rope would become a Turkey gobbler, and gobble 
it so rapidly that the affair would be over ina day. 
It was feared that the oomplication may lead to a 
general war of no short duration, in which many 
of the Powers of Rurope, and more than one of 
Asia, will take part. A very few expressed the 
belief that diplomacy will prove itself equal to the 
task of settling the difficulty without a resort to 
arms. 

The demand for dry goods was fair, and only 
fair. There was a liberal distribution of prints, 
summer dress goods, ribbons, parasols, and no- 
tions, but in other departments of the market 
there was an apparent lack of activity. Prices 
were withont change. There was a fair activity in 
grocery circles at generally well-eustained prices. 
The exceptions were Rio coffee, which was off” 
yc, and Rangoon and Lonisiana rice, in which 
there was a reduction of an c. The butter 
trade was active at slightly lower fgures. 
Cheese was comparatively steady at 6@10c: Prices 
of fish and dried fruits remain as before. There 
wae a quiet trade in grain bags, and lower quota- 
tions were given. Lewistons are now offered at 
24c; Amoskeag and Otter Creek at 22c; and Ameri- 
can, Zinc. Coal and wood were dull, as previous- 
ly quoted. Oils were quiet and unchanged, as 
were also paints and cojors. 

The cargo lamber market was fairly active at un- 
changed prices. At the yards trade ie improv- 
ing, and recent prices for most grades are ad- 
hered to. The demand for drags and chemicals 
continues fair af recent prices. Wool was dull 
and weak. Broom-corn coptinnes in fair request 


and steady, and the stock, especally of 
the better qualities, is getting low. In 
bides, hay, and hops there were no changes of im- 
portance. Seeds were quiet, but steadier, there 
being a few more buying orders on the floor, with 
not enough seed offered to go round. Green fruits 
were in fair request and steady, except strawber- 
ries, which declined under heavy receipts; and 
oranges advanced, owing to scarcity. Vegetables 
were abundant and slow except the fresh, rare va- 
rieties. Eggs and poultry were dull and weak. 
Lake freights were more active and steadier, at 
about 2\c ongcorn to Buffalo, 24%c for wheat to 
do, and Se for corn to Kingston. Rail freights were 
dull, at unchanged figures, the lake movement now 
attracting more attention, and care were freely of- 
fered at 20c to New York, 18c to Philadelphia, 174c 
to Baltimore, and 25¢ te Boston, per 100 Be. 
Through rates by lake and rail were quoted at 10e 
for corn and lle for wheat to New York, and 130 
on corn to Boston. Freight engagements were re- 
ported for 150, 000 bu wheat and 139,000 ba corn.

The wounded man wae taken to the 
office of a medical man, Dr. Buckley, 
by name, who was inhuman enongh to refuse to do 
anythingforhim. Another doctor was visited with 
a like result, but at last the Good Samaritan was 
found in the persons of Dr. Banks and wife, 
residing at the corner of Harrison and Desplaines 
streets. The negro had by this time fainted 
several times from loss of blood, and if his 
life ie spared Dr. Banks is to be thanked 
forit. The wound—a 3-inch deep gash in the right 
side of the abdomen—was dressed, and the injured 
man was taken to his home in avery low condition.

WESTERN FLOODS. 

Denver, Col., May 23.—A violent rain and snow- 
storm, which has prevailed for twenty-four hours 
on and along the base of the mountain, broke up 
early this morning. The rain-fall in this city was 
upward of Ginches. At Central City, Georgetown, 
and other mountain towns the snow is reported to- 
day as 3 feet deep. The railroads entering here 
have all lost bridges and embankmente, and travel 
is suspended, but it is believed that all the roads 
except the Denver & South Park, the Colorado Cen- 
tral, and the Boulder Valley, will be able to move 
their trains regularly to-morrow.

PRESBYTERIANS. 

New Yorn, May 24.—The afternoon and even- 
ing services of the Presbyterian General Assembly 
yesterday were taken up almost entirely by a dis- 
cussion of the subject of home missions. 

Dr. Muegrave advocated the planting of missions 
in the South, and said: ‘*I will never consent 
that this Church shall become sectional. I protest 
solemnly against the phrase Northern Asstmbly.’ 
We are the Assembly of the Presbyterian Church tn 
the United States ot America, and whereverour flag 
floats as the ensign of our Governmental authority, 
there is the field for operation for this-—shall I say 
national’ I would use the word if it were always 
rightly understood, and not supposed to meana 
State Church. I would say, rather let this be a 
Continental Church, just as our fathers in- 
tended it to de. Speaking of his own desires 
that the Southern Church could be brought back, or 
at least fraterual relations established with that 
body, and the efforts towards reunion made by the 
Assembly in 1870, 1872, and 1875, he said: I 
hear of a proposition to renew the thing. I| believe 
that our Church is fully satisfied that our true pol- 
icy, as wellas duty, isto besilent. If that other 
Assembly desires fraternal relations, let them 
speak. Let them answer the resolution adopted at 


it would be satisfactory; but, until they act, I 
think we may take it for granted that the door, for 
the present at least,isshut. If I were at the head, 
as l once was, of the Board of Missions, I should 
say to my brethren, Give me 100 additional men 
and 8100.

The Rev. J. P. Hendrick, of Kentucky, added 
his voice to the protest, bat urged the duty of an 
attempt to reconcile the brethren of the South. 

The discussion was continued throughout the 
afternoon session, and resumed in the evening, 
when the report and resolutions were adopted, 
together with a supplementary resolution that it

European countries. The receipts of the Board. 
from all sources, for the year ending April 30, were 
$517,688; cxpenditures, $515, 503. 
the Board April 30, 1875, was $38,983; the debt 
April 30, 1876, Wae $36,207.00. Since April seme 
additional gifts have been receiv@d in special pay- 
ment of the debt, which had reduced its amount on 
the 18th of May to $31, 330. 

Large numbers of conversions and additions to 
the churches and the various missions were report- 
ed. In India, nearly & 000 children and 
youths are taught by the Missionary 
and Presbyterian boards. The women’s work 
in the Zenanas of Eastern countries has steadily in- 
creased. The total number of foreign missionaries 
is: American, 139; native, 132. he lay-teach- 
ers, male and female, number 169 American and 
458 native. The number of communicants at the 
missions is 8, 507. 

The report of the Standing Committee on For- 
eign Missions recommended that the Board be di- 
rected to discontinue the work among the English- 
speaking Jews in the United States, and devote the 
funds to the work in foreign mission fields; that 
the Board and General Assembly speak to the 
children of Israel that they go forward in this work 
of foreign missions; that the Board be advised 
against further retrenchment, and to push forward 
the work of evangelizing the worid; that the Board 
be directed to devote especial attention to the 
work among the American indians, and to prepare 
a protest against the proposed transfer of the In- 
dians to the War Department. 

The report was accepted, and, after an address, 
the Assembly took a recess, to permit the members 
to witness the Brooklyn Sunday -school celebration.

Quincy, III., May 24.—The General Association 
Congregational of Illinois met according to ad- 
journment at 9 o'clock a. m., when the organiza- 
tion was completed by the election of the Rev. Mr. 
Fairbanks aa Scribe and Mesers. Gallagher and 
Bradshaw as Assistant Scribes, and the Rev. Frank

2; pairs of churches supporting one 
pastor, 33; expenses during the year, $11,175; in- 
come, $8,689; deficit, nearly $2, 500. 

The American Missionary Association has re- 
ceived for the work among freedmen, $6, 251.

The Convention opened at 2 p. m. with prayer 
and singing, after which the written reports of the 
District Associations were received, showing a 
general prosperity throughont the State.
